THIRTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


fe Committee of the Jews’ Emigra- 
tion Society have great satisfaction in 
submitting to their Donors and Subscribers 
the report of their operations during the past 
year. The number of souls assisted in 1890 
was 188, at an average cost of £2 19s. 11d. per 
head. Of these 149 went to various parts of 
the United states and Canada, and 389 to 
Australia. More cases emigrated to the latter 
quarter than in former years, which is most 
gratifying, as there is wider scope in this 
region for the working classes to gain a liveli- 
hood than in the over-crowded cities of 
America. 
Since the foundation of the Society, the total 
number of persons assisted represents 7,495. 
The Committee thankfully acknowledge the 
receipt of a legacy of £50 from the late Philip 
Falk, Esq., which has been added to the 
Funded Property. 
The Committee have received a very large 


| number of applications to emigrate from 


persons who find it impossible tu obtain 
constant work owing to the excessive competi- 


Many of the applicants have friends or rela- 
tives already settled abroad whom they wish 
to join, which of itself is an inducement to 
the Society to render assistance.

Private spite has often before been 
proved to be capable of these villainous fabrications, which work ruin to 
thousands of innocent persons. But the Standard’s Vienna correspondent 


telegraphs a rumour that the same power which foments disorder in Bulgaria 


and Servia, and which, according to Roumanian testimony, started in 
Roumania the disease of persecution which found there a too congenial soil, 
has thrown this apple of discord upon the Council-Board of Greece, not 
from any special malignity to the Jews, but in pursuance of the settled policy 
of exciting intestine strife in all countries which are near to or rivals of 


‘Russia. 


Mr. Arnold White will not convince us that anti-alienism is a feeling 
to be encouraged in any State. Jews ure to be excluded, from his point of 
view, not because they are Jews, but because they are poor ; Italians not because 
they speak a foreign tongue, but because some of them are members of secret 
societies ; the French, not from a vulgar prejudice against the culinary use 
of froge, but onother alleged grounds. No one would object to excluding 
such Italians as are proved to belong to the Mafia, or such of the French as are 
known to be immoral, but the anti ‘alien scheme wonld shut out all foreigners

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rates, Mr. White's argument might be relevant, but it is a well known fact 
that with slight assistance at starting from Jewish societies, they earn their 
own livelihood. To build a Chinese wall around England would mean the 
arrestment of growth and consequent decay in that vast superstructure of 
national greatness which is built upon the willingness of poor men to labour 
and their ingenuity in finding new fields of labour. No one who has the ordi- 
nary capacities of a man, combined with the will to use them in honest work, is 
a pauper. England would have lost the export tailoring trade and the boot trade 
had it not been for the Russian immigrants, and that would have meant that 
British ships would have remained in port, British sailors out of work, that 
British capital would have had one source less of profitable employment, and 
that the workmen who build houses for the immigrants, or carry their pro- 
ducts in carts, by railway, and in the docks, would have had so much less to 
do. No nation remains great without repeated infusions of new blood. 
France allowed the Corsican Buonaparte, the Irishman M’Mahon, the 
Englichman Waddington to bring to her that novelty in ability for which 
Nature always cries out. Deter the Great began the civilisation of 
Russia by inviting poor Germans who came there to make their fortunes and 
that of the country whose latent resources they developed. Tae expulsion of 
foreign elements will ruin Russia, as it beggared Spain in spite of the wealth 
of the Indies ; and the free admission of new and vigorous life will con- 
tinue to enhance the greatness of England, as the Marranos and the 
Huguenots enabled the sturdy natives of a few square miles in the Nor- 
thern Netherlands to command the seas and humble the pride of monarchs 
who sucked blood and treasure from two Continents.

Indications of the democratic spirit of the age marked nearly all the elec-_ 


tions in the twelve constituent congregations of the United Synagogue last 
Sunday. There was an undoubted increase of interest at all the meetings, 
with the solitary exception of the Hambro Synagogue. One of the 
vagaries of the Ballot at the Great Synagogue led to the non-success at the 
poll of Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, one of the most respected members of the 


~ Council, who would have been greatly missed. His absence, even the ultra- 


orthodox will readily admit, would not have been fully compensated by 
the return, at the Bayswater Synagogue, of Mr, S. S. Oppenheim, who has 
for his colleague, Mr. Louis Davidson, a representative of quite another 
school of thought. It is not an unmixed advantage that Mr. Franklin's re- 
turn to the Council is secured by the retirement of Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, who 


would have been cordially welcomed back to the Council, at the meetings of | 


which he formerly exerted some influence by his incisive logic and breadth 
of view, qualities sadly lacking of late in our Congregational Parliament. 
The Finance Committee will lose several of its former members by ‘ promo- 


tion.” Not before it was wanted, some effort is to be made at the Central 
' Synagogue, to give more warmth to the services by congregational singing. 


Dr. Friedlander aptly pointed out that devotion ledto singing rather than 
the converse. Still there is an inspiriting influence exerted by congrega- 


tional singing, and any attempt to introduce it should be encouraged in the 


interests of devotion. This is not a question of reform or orthodoxy, but of 
religion. There is no reason why orthodox piety should exhibit itself by 
singing out of tune, or that reform should be frigidly silent. At 
the St. John’s Wood Synagogue Mr. A. Arnholz received the well-merited 
gratitude of the members on his retirement from the wardenship, and a 
similar compliment was paid to Mr. Flatau, the ex-Warden of the North London 


- Congregation, At the Borough meeting there was rather more than an_ 


“academic” discussion on tbe relations which should subsist between repre- 
sentatives and the represented. The Rev. I. Cohen was cordially welcomed 
back at the New Synagogue; and at Stepney, the Rev. J. F. Stern ex- 
hibited a healthy, sturdy manliness in disclaiming any wish to be more 
fromm than the late Chief Rabbi. Viewed generally the election meetings 


indicated a wider and closer interest in congregational affairs by the seat- 
holders. 


The death of Mr. Henry Solomon, son-in-law of the late Chief Rabbi, 
removes from our midst one of the oldest, as he was one of the most 
zealous, honorary workers in the community. His services to charitable and 
congregational institutions extended over a period of half-a-century. He 
brought to bear upon the discussions at communal meetings much shrewd 
common sense, expressed always in a studiously minor key. He probably 
served in a larger number of honorary offices than any other man, and he 
displayed in them all the keenest business aptitude, tinged with charitable 
feeling and kindly spirit. A lover of peace and a pursuer of peace, he 
was probably never known to have uttered a harsh word of, or to, anyone.

The social and financial success of the Great Fancy Fair last week 
were not more remarkable than the spirit of unity between various congrega- 
tions which was displayed on the occasion ; or than the liberality of Christian 
friends. A majority of the workers who contributed to the success of the 
Bazaar were unconnected with the proposed Hampstead Synagogue movement, 
a fair proportion were members of the neighbouring St.John’s W ood Synagogue 
and even the Rev. Morris Joseph and Mrs. Joseph, who may be regarded as 
representing a rival movement, the result of a schism in the provisional com- 
mittee of the Hampstead Synagogue, lent their assistance. During the 
three days there were no less than 6,055 visitors to the Bazaar, and the sales

Few people have taken au sérieu« the casual remarks about Jewish ‘ spies ” 
found in the works of Burnet and Burton ; if anyone was inclined to believe 
them he. must have despaired of ever finding any documentary traces of 
service so essentially esoteric. Mr. Wolf is to be congratulated as much on 
his good fortune in discovering such traces as on the enthusiasm which has 
enabled him to reconstruct from them an entire chapter of forgotten Anglo- 
Jewish history. He has certainly succeeded in showing that the Jewish 
intelligencers of Cromwell were not a myth. Antonio Fernandez Carvajal 
was concerned in the organisation of the secret service of the Commonwealth; 
David Abarbanel Dormido obtained political news for Thurloe from Datch 
coreligionists who were in correspondence with Spanish Nuevos Christianos, 
and Simon de Caceres seems to have given the Protector the benefit of his 
extensive travelling experiences. All this is now shown by contemporary 
documents. Scarcely less interesting was the discovery, to which Mr. Wolf 
incidentally referred, that Rodrigo Lopez, Queen Elizabeth’s physician, had 
been engaged in similar work. |

Throughout the period of the Omer a distinctly minor key is noticeable 
in synagogue liturgy and in social ceremony. Towards this, the unhappy 
associations of persecution, arising principally out of ‘ blood accusations,” 
have mainly contributed. But the solemnity of the period is traceable to 
times anterior to blood atcusations and other equally “intelligent” accompani- 
ments of progress and civilisation. Marly spring ever was and ever will be 
an anxious time for those who watch the regeneration of the produce of the 
soil when the winter has passed and the fruition of the future is still a matter 
of doubt and speculation. In the early history of the Israelites the religious 
ceremony of counting the days from the —- festival to the fitting time for 
the barley harvest must have been especi ly solemn to those who were pass- 
ing from a purely pastoral condition to that of an agricultural people. 
The Israel of Canaan, therefore, already knew the period of the Omer as one 
of some anxiety, before the dispersion provided such abundant cause for the 
mournful tone infused into the keeping of the Omer to-day,

— 


In connection with the agricultural aspect of the Omer, the solemnity 
of the prayer for dew on the first day of Passover is very noticeable. The 
historical importance of the festival nearly always overshadows the associa- 
tion of an old spring festival, of which the prayer for dew is decidedly a relic, 
and of which, perhaps, Moses was speaking when first he asked Pharaoh to 
allow the Israelites to depart for three days to keep a feast to the Lord. The 
prayer for rain in the feast of Tabernacles is a natural complement in the 


autumn festival to the prayer for dew in the spring. Mr. Frazer in his 


remarkable “ Golden Bough” gives many instances of rain being sought by 
the ‘imitative ceremony” of making branches of trees to wave as though 
they were being moved by the much desired rain-wind. A ceremony such as 
this (apparently universal) may account for the use of the branches on 
Hoshanna Rabba—the old water festival—and, so far as the “ imitative” 

rinciple is concerned, the choice of the branches of the weepiig willow would 
be particularly happy and appropriate. |

THE “SHILLING” CONTRIBUTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz-The suggestion which I made when lecturing lately at the Bays- 
water Synagogue that “an organisation be established which shall make it known 
all the worl@ Over, that every Jew, however rich or however humble, will make it 
his duty to contribute once a year a small sum, say only one shilling towards the 
colonisation of Palestine,” lea Jewish Chronicle, March 13), which has been 
warmly advocated in the Jewish periodical, 7he Menorah, and has found a strong 
supporter in Sir John Simon, as shown by his remarks at the meeting of the 
ovevei Zion, has also met with considerable approval here, and many young 
men have already given in their names to form a committee to see this shilling 
(representing the half shekel of olden times) collected from every Jew, poor or 
rich, living in Manchester. This could very easily be done everywhere by 
parcelling out the city into districts ; the money thus obtained being used for 
® colonisation of Palestine. But :he main consideration must be whether 
Palestine is capable of maintaining such a number as that which in allprobability 
has to leave Russia, or at any rate has been kept in view in the gigantic 
scheme of the noble and unique philanthropist, Baron Hirsch. With clear fore- 
sight and firm persistency he entertains the idea that the Jews will fare better if 
they spread over countries where they can inhale the air of freedom under the 
or of the “ Union Jack” or “ Stars and Stripes,” than if they go to the 
nd of their fathers, which would not—for so large a number as desire to emi- 
grate—flow with milk and honey but rather would become a land of famine and 
starvation, Of course, a small number might emigrate into the land of Canaan. 
© question that now arises is, whether a wholesale emigration is the wisest 

Y to follow? Such a policy means taking all the poor people out from 

_ Sussia and leaving the rich there, because the latter will not go as long as they 
still enjoy a shred of citizenship, as long as they can remain by bribing the 
Cialis. To colonise a country, especially one like Palestine, we want a stalwart 
young generation, which can brave the perils and obstacles which impede their 
€ss, whether in the shape of the wild hordes surrounding the colonies or of 

* weak government unable to protect the new settlers. These difficulties are con- 
b ger present in Palestine as well as in Africa—I refer to Stanley’s proposi- 
ia even the English protectorate would still imperil the safety of the 
One thing must be remembered as regards the colonisation of Palestine, 

ereas in the time of our forefathers it was regarded as the promised land, 


which they also occupied until the Roman spoilers drove them away—from the 
time when the Saviour of the Gentiles walked and suffered on its soil it became 
sacred to all the nations which adopted his faith. In virtue of this many nations 
claim a right to that sacred land, and until we have the guarantee of all the 
European powers that our colonies will be left undisturbed and also protected, it 


will be a risky thing to invest too much money in this enterprise. The step - 


taken by some prominent men in America in that direction will be the only and 
right course to be taken with any hope of safety or of bringing the undertaking 
to a successful issue. 

I therefore think that it ought to be our foremost duty to establish in all the 
provincial towns, committees with the object of collecting these “ shillings” for 
the aid and support of our Jewish persecuted brethren. Whether the report that 
the expulsion from Moscow had been abandoned is true or not, the suspension can 
only be a lull in the great tempest, and we must stand prepared to help our 
brethren in the hour of need, which as yet is not by any means past.

EMIGRATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS TO ASIA-MINOR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—It is reported that Baron Hirsch is negotiating the purchase of lands 


in Argentine for the purpose of conveying thither the poor Jews, so ruthlessly — 


driven from their homes. I fear that this, if carried out, would prove an utter 
failure. Not alone is the Argentine Republic in the throes of a crisis which it 
will take years to overcome, but the great mass of the population is of Spanish 
origin, and the poor immigrants would meet but little sympathy, if indeed not 
actual hostility, there: A better outlet would seem to me much nearer at 
hand and much more congenial to the poor Jews. Turkey in Asia has but 23 
inhabitants to the square mile, whilst Spain has 92, France 180, Germany 223, 
and Great Britain 290. It is true that a great portion of the former territory is 
sterile, but this is owing not to the soil being less susceptible of cultivation 
but to the absence of a law-abiding, settied population, which the Jews would 
prove there, as they have in every place wlere they have been allowed to settle. 
It is true the Sultan, knowing how the hopes of the-e poor people are directed to 
their restoration to the Holy Land, might look upon them as having views 
hostile to his Government, but a judicious representation to him would soon 
convince him of the contrary. The Jew, who hopes for a restoration to Pales 

tine, does not think that this will be brought about by his own effort or by 
any human agency, but he looks for it through the action of a divinely- 
appointed Messiah. Now, if the Sultan does not believe in this he has nothing 
to apprehend, and if hedves, he knows that opposition to the Divine will would 
be useless. I would suggest that the immigrants should be settled in sufficient 
numbers on any one spot, to be enabled to defend themselves against any pre- 
datory attack, and that they should bind themselves, as soon as permitted by law, 
to take the Oath of Allegiance, and to furnish a stipnlated per centage of 
recruits, and J feel assured that, brave as the Turkish soldiers are, the Sultan 
would find none braver than his Jewish subjects, and that each one would shed 
his last drop of blood in defence of a country that has given him a home, parti- 
cularly if attacked by that ruthless enemy, who is only biding his time before 
seeking to over-run and dismember the Turkish Empire. 

If what I have so fully expressed should recommend itself to the noble bene- 
factor of his race, I shall ask the privilege of your columns for the purpose of 
further setting forth my views.

“ELDAD THE DANITE.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin —From the account given in your issue of March 27th of Dr. Gaster’s 
paper on ‘“ Eldad the Danite,” read at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary 
Society, I learn that in two material points Dr. Gaster’s opinions strangely 
coincide with the results I have arrived at in my book * Eldad ha-Dani,” 

In the introduction, p. xxiv., I conclusively proved the letter of “ Priest 
John” to be dependent on Eldad. By comparing certain passages of this letter 
with Eldad, I proved that the author of this letter knew both Eldad’s legends of 


the Jewish independent tribes and thosé of the children of Moses living in per- , 


petual bliss. The Rev. Dr. Gaster, too, says, ‘‘ That this letter referred to the 
ten tribes of the Jews who had their own kings, but whom John declared to be 
his own slaves and his tributaries.” The passage referred to is, in my book, 
quoted in the original. And again Dr. Gaster says : “ The country over which 
John rules is absolutely identical with that wherein the sons of Moses dwell.’ 
(I have compared (p. 36) the sections 21, 46, and 51 of the letter with Eldad’s 
parallel accounts of the way of living of the children of Moses. ) 

In acertain Greek version (C) of the legend of Alexander, Jewish scholars 
have, long ago, recognised Jewish influence. Prof. Nildeke recently denied this 
influence, because the alleged Jewish elements of that legend are not to be found 
in the Jewish sources. In refuting this opinion of Prof. Noldeke’s I said that 
the Jews had certainly developed the legend of Alexander in their own way, just 
as the Egyptians, Persians, Christians, and Mahomedans had made it serve their 
religious and national purposes. Some (not all) features of this Jewish version 

arementioned occasionally in the Rabbinical literature, others were adopted by 
the Greek version. I considered as belonging to the latter the legend of the 
expedition which Alexander is said to have undertaken in order to arrive at the 
Karthly Paradise (p. 13), and the legend of the sand-river which is said to carry 
water and sand for three days alternately. It is true that this version does not 
say anything of the river reposing on the seventh day (Sabbath) ; nevertheless, I 
think this river is the Jewish Sambatyon, for suppose the author of the Greek 
version was no Jew, he may have taken care to omit the Jewish feature of the 
legend. Dr. Gaster entirely concurs with this opinion, He says: “I have 
alluded to the Alexander legend, especially to the form in which Jewish influ- 
ences -are recognised by all modern scholars, The author of that version knows 
also the river of sand, and many other details we meet with in the legends of 
the Sons of Moses, and in that of the Priest John.” 

{t is the coincidence of Dr. Gaster’s opinions with what I have said on this 
subject which obliges me to declare that my book, entitled “ Eldad hi-Dani, 
left the press as early ag the beginning of February, and was circulated at the 
game time. I got letters from my friends in Paris on the 25th and 26th of the 
same month. In London, too, it was known long before the 21st of March. 
Besides, it had been advertised in the Hamagid Nro. 10 on the 5th of March, 
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MAY 15, 1891,

SERIOUS POSITION OF JEWS IN CORFU. 


JEWS KILLED—GHETIO BESEIGED 
‘ ENGLISH AND FRENCH WAR SHIPS SENT TO PROTECT JEWS. 

In consequence of the outbreak directed against the Jewish population in 
Corfu, an English ship of War has been ordered to proceed to that Island for the 
protection of British subjects. A Reuter’s telegram from Paris states that the 
French Government has ordered the cruiser Baudin to Corfu, in order to afford 
protection to French subjects. 

[REUTER'’S TELEGRAMS. ] 


Aruens, May 13. 
Telegrams from Corfu describe the situation in that town as having become 
more serious. The agitation among the Christian population against the Jews 
has increased, and two of the latter were killed yesterday. The Hebrew quarter 
has been surrounded by a cordon of troops, which the Jews are not allowed to 


_ pass, and all the shops are closed. The Prefect of Corfu has been sutnmoned 


to Athens, and a major in the army has been sent to the island on a special mission 

to restore order. 7

Great Britain and another of the Powers have made friendly representations 
to the Greek Government regarding the persecution of Jews in Corfu, and have 
demanded that the protection of foreign subjects in that island shall be secured 
by the adoption of efficacious measures. , 


News of'an alarming character has reached England from Corfu, from whichit 
would appear that the Jews in that city are, at the time of writing, in a position of 
considerable peril. One would have supposed that the silly ‘ blood accusations” 
brought against the Jews would have found no echo in a city like Corfu with 
its boasted civilisation. Unfortunately, such is not the case, and the rising 
against the Jews which we have to chronicle has its origin in that long since 
exploded hallucination. It seems that on the 13th April a child was brutally mur- 
dered and placed at the door of a house tenanted by a Jew in the Jewish quarter. 
The news soon spread, and immediately the cry was raised that achild had been 
killed by the Jews in order to obtain its blood for the Passover rites. On examin- 


ation, it was found that the body was that of a child which had been missed for 


some time, but belonging to Jewish parents, and which, after being killed, had been 
horribly inutilated. ‘Thus an outrage has been committed against the Jews in the 
hope that it would lead to further outrages. And so it proved. The fact that 
the murdered child was of Jewish birth made no impression on the excited popu- 
lace. A pretext had been given for an onslaught upon the Jews, of which they 
too readily availed themselves. The mob marched through the Jewish quarter, 
attacking everybody in its way, maltreating in its phrensy whoever bore traces of 
Jewish characteristics, and spared neither age nor sex. The affrighted Jews 
hastily beat a retreat to their houses, which were soon fiercely attacked and rid- 
died with stones. The house ofthe Chief Rabbi de Fano was specially marked 
out, and was the object of a severe onslaught, The Greek authorities were 
either afraid or too weak to cope as they should have done with the infuriated 
ruffians, and whilst making some show of resistance to the mob, cautioned the 
Jews to barricade themselves in their houses as best they could, and not to appear 
in the streets under any circumstances. It thus happens that the Jews have 
been involuntary prisoners in their homes for four weeks, and dare not ven- 
ture to show themselves in public. Even divine worship has been suspended, and 


_ not a soul was to be seen during Pussover in any of the synagogues which are 


usually crowded on the festivals. The worst remains to be told. The ruffians 
broke into the Jewish cemetery, shattered the tombstones, and otherwise dese- 
crated the sacred spot. It isknown that through not having access to the ceme- 
tery, there is at least one corpse awaiting burial for a period of three weeks. In 
the case of anotherdeath, the body was brought forth during the night and 
secretly interred. Of course all business is suspended, and the innocent 
victims are in despair as to what course to pursue, fearing that strong measures 
might still further exasperate the lawless mob. : 


Advices from Corfu received this week report the condition unchanged. It 
-was hoped that with the Greek Easter holidays last Friday things would have 
assumed their normal state. The mob, however, is as furious as ever, and have 
threatened to burn the Jewish quarter. Several houses have already been fired.

With the foregoing facts before them, a few gentlemen having relatives and 
connections in Corfu met on Sunday last at the residence of Mr. Sabbato Levy in 
Manchester to concert measures by means of which succour should be given to 
the suffering Jews. With the local knowledge they possess, itisa certainty that there 
must ee privation among the poorer classes, who while the excesses last, are 
prevented from seeking their daily bread, To relieve this distress was considered 
the first duty. A subscription list was forthwith opened,and £30 subscribed among 
the few present. The list, it is expected, will be considerably augmented. It was 
also resolved to bring the matter under the notice of the Anglo- Jewish Associa- 
tion with the view of the ultimate interference of the British Government. It is 


_ felt that a moral obligation rests upon England to intervene on behalf ot the Jews 


of Corfu, who before the gratuitous relinquishment of the Ionian Islands to 
Greece by Mr. Gladstone, were safe under British protection. But there are 
weightier reasons for this intervention, inasmuch as there are many Israelites who 


ever since the cession of the territory named, have remained British subjects, and 
therefore can claim as a right the protection of England.

On receipt of this telegram 
the information was immediately despatched to Lord Salisbury and Lord Rothschild, 
and, as a result, messages were received announcing the fact that the English 
Government had made representations at Athens, and sent a ship to Corfu. 

Lord Salisbury’s reply, dated May 12, is to the effect that he has telegraphed 
to Her Majesty's Minister at Athens respecting the perilous position of the Jews 
at Corfu, and he has instructed Sir E. Monson to communicate it to the Greek 
Government. 


The above account which has reached us through private sources is fully 
confirmed by the following telegram, on Wednesday from the Vienna correspon- 
dent of the Daily News : . 

A paper in Trieste publishes private letters from merchants in, Corfu, who 
describe the situation there as altogetber desperate. The authorities have not the

bread. Large stones are continually thrown against the shutters of the windows, 


and when the soldiers or the police try tointerfere they are deprived of their 


weapons, and these are used in the attempts to force open the Jews’ doors. It 
may be imagined that the latter are in the deepest distress. The funds of the 
community have long been exhausted. : 

The local Press every day excites the native population against the Jews, 
Hordes of excited men and women throng the streets, and the Ghetto is in a state 
of siege. It looks as if the people of Corfu intended to starve the unfortunate 
people out. In a community of four thousand deprived of the necessaries of life 
there are of course cases of illness daily, yet it is impossible to fetch a doctor. 
The dead remain without burial for many days until the authorities can muster 
enough to protect the body and send a strong military force. At the close of a 
funeral last week the crowd demolished the Jewish cemetery, overthrowing the 
gravestones and setting fire to the chapel. 


Jewish Easter the crowd made attempt to enter the Jewish quarter, which is pro- 
tected by soldiers, but they were thrown back by a large force. A few days later 
the attempts were repeated and succeeded. Many shops were robbed and demo- 
lished, and a great number of Jews cruelly illtreated. : 

News has just arrived that two Jews were killed yesterday inCorfu. An 
attempt was made last night to set the Ghetto on fire. The Jews are already suf- 
fering from hunger, and it is feared that an outbreak of typhus isimminent among 
them. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Sunday night : 
A Trieste paper learns from Corfu that the condition of the Jews in that island 
becomes more intolerable every day since the scandalous scenes ‘at Easter. The

Dear David,—You are doubtless aware of the hcrrible crime that has been com- 
mitted a few days agoin Corfu. A little Jewish girl, eight years old, has been 
found mutilated and tied up ina bag, and placed at the door of a Jewish house. 
It appears that the culprit, in order to avoid detection, spread the rumour amongst 
the lower class of Greeks (who I am sorry to say are still ignorant fanatics), that 
the said little girlwas aChristian. This has caused such an excitement amongst 
the Christian population that our lives are in hourly danger and our sufferings are 
becoming worse every day. Since the 14th of April none of our coreligionists have 
been ableto attend to business. You may imagine in what anxiety we are.

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THE LATE HENRY SOLOMON. 


We deeply regret to record the death of Mr. Henry Solomon, of 14, 
Kensington alace Gardens, one of our most active communal workers. Mr. 
Solomon had been in robust health during his long and honourable career. About 
three weeks ago he underwent a severe operation, which was carried out success-

sigs Heery Solomon was the fifth son of the late Jacob Solomon, of Exeter. 
He came to London at the age of 13, and soon, in conjunction with his late 
prother, Mr. Josiah Solomon, by dint of unflagging industry and commercial 
acity, established a siccessful business in Houndsditch. It may be noted 
that he was one of the first to introduce the steel pen into commerce, and it is 
not without interest that the brother of Edward Lasker (if not the great national 
Liberal leader himself) was a clerk in the firm. Even at this early stage of his 
career he manifested what became the master passion of his life—the most eager 
and keen interest in all that could tend to the moral and intellectual welfare of 
his community. He wasone of the founders of the Jews’ and General Literary 
and Scientific institution at Sussex Hall, Leadenhall Street, and took a leading 
rtin administering the affairs of this institution, which exercised no insignificant 
influence in the training and culture of the young men of those days. It may be 
noted that it was, whilst presiding at the lectures there delivered, in his capacity 
of treasurer, that he formed the acquaintance of the eldest daughter of .the late 
Chief Rabbi, which led to a marriage that lasted over forty years and was blessed 
witb signal happiness. His connection with the Chief Rabbi naturally led to his 

identify ing himself still more worry d with Jewish institutions. 

For many years, indeed, until his removal from the city, he was Warden- 
President of the New Synagogue, which he represented at the Board of 
Deputies - a foe —_ before his death. He was one of the founders and 
treasurer Of the Ag 
the last. When the United Synagogue was being formed Mr. Solomon was one of 
the delegates appointed by the New Synagogue for the purpose of preparing the 
scheme which formed the basis of the United Synagogue Act. He was a 
life member of the General Council On the completion of the Union, he was 
elected one of the overseers and held that office from 1870 to 1874, and 
subsequently became one of the “Seven Elders.” He was also one of the 
trustees of the United Synagogue, and. served as a member of the Burial 
Committee and as treasurer of the Chief Rabbi's Board for some years. 
The work of the Jews’ Emigration Society found in him one of its staunchest 
supporters, and he was President of the Board of Shechita until a few years ago, 
when the duties were assumed by Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P. He was also 
treasurer of the Society of Hebrew Literature during the whole period of its exis- 
tence. Indeed, on referring to the Jewish Directory published in 1874, it will be 
found that Mr. Solomon beat the record as regards the number of institutions 
connected with his name, so that an American contemporary in its review of the 
book questioned the possibility of any philanthropist, however capable, getting 
through the work there catalogued. But Mr. Solomon was not the man to permit 
his name to appear merely as a apes one ; he laboured with the greatest 
assiduity on all the committees of which he was a member. Nor could even the 
entreaties of his family, who were devoted to him, prevail on him to abstain from 
exposing himself in the evening to the rigours of the past inclement winter. 

Yet at the same time he was by no means indifferent to the claims made on 
a successful city merchant. When he relinquished a lucrative shipping business 
he was eagerly sought for as a Director of flourishing city companies. He was 
the Chairman of the Ocean Accident and General Guarantee Corporation, and 
Director of the Continental Union Gas Company, the European Gas Company, the 
Oriental Gas Company, and the Union de Gaz of France. He enjoyed the highest 
esteem on account of his probity and the perfect suavity of hismanners. But the 
- Company, the ee on which afforded him the most unqualified satisfaction, 

was the “ Four per Cent. Dwellings Company,” on the Directorate of which he 
brought to bear the rich and mellowed experience of his long mercantile life and 
his rare devotion to the best and highest interests of the community to which he 
was mae attached. He leaves a widow, four sons and six daughters to 
mourn his loss, 

At the funeral which took place yesterday afternoon, and which was very 
numerously attended, representatives of the Charities, Companies, and Institutions 
with which the deceased was connected were present. The interment took place 
at Willesden, where the burial service was read by the Rev. I. Samuel, Mr. 
Solomon having been a member of the Bayswater Synagogue. A detachment 
of pupils of the Jews’ infant School attended.

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES AND EXAMINATIONS 
UNDER THE SCIENCE AND ART DEPARTMENT. 


In 1883 a deputation from the Board of Deputies waited on Mr. Mundella’ 
then Vice-President of the Committee of Council on Education, and urged him 
to grant Jewish Candidates for Examination in the Science and Art Department 
facilities for examination on some day other than Sabbaths and Festivals. Mr. 
Mundella acceeded to this request, subject to the Jewish candidates paying the 
extra cost of the special examination. The fees were not fixed at the time, and 
the Board was not asked until a few weeks ago to apply for a special examination. 

Curiously enough, examinations were this year fixed both for a Sabbath 
(April 15), and for the eve of the seventh day of Passover (April 29), in subjects 
for which some eight Jewish candidates had entered. The Board was appealed 
to by Dr. Adler and by the London School Board, and at once placed itself in 
communication with the Department. A reply wasreccived to the effect that it 
was impossible to alter the time of examination. The Department was again 
addressed upon the subject, when it offered a special examination at a cost of 
£15 10s. for any number of candidates under 30, suggesting, as an alternative, 
that Jewish candidates might enter the examination room with the others, sit at 
their places all day, doing nothing until after sunset, when they might take their 
examination. The Board replied, urging strongly upon the Department the 
justice of making such provision for Jewish candidates, as, whilst avoiding a viola- 
tion of their religious scruples, would enable them, at the lowest possible charge, 
to be examined in competition on equal terms with other candidates. It was 
pointed out that the candidates were for the most part persons in humble cir- 
cumstances, and that to require them to pay any such sum as had been men- 
tioned, would practically exclude them frcin the benefit of these examinations. 
The Board, moreover, enclosed a table of the very moderate fees which it pays 
to the Syndicates of the Oxford and Cambridge Local Examinations for special 
papers for Jewish candidates. As a result of this appeal, the Board had the 
satisfaction to learn that a Special Examination had been fixed for the Jewish 
Candidates in Elementary Chemistry and Perspective—the cost of the former 
being fixed at £3 3s.—the cost of the latter has not yet been announced 
The amount of these fees will be borne by the several candidates pro rata.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


— 


[REUTER’S TELEGRAMS. | 


Sr. Pererssura, May 9. 
Persons who have access to M. Vishnegradski state that he is much chagrined 


and even disheartened, at the abortive result of the recent negotiations for the, ° 


issue of a New Russian Loan, which has been the first check received by the 
Minister since he assumed the control of the Finance Department. It is stated, 
however, that, fearing lest a struggle with the great foreign banking establish- 
ments might entail serious consequences, prejudicial alike to his own position and 
to the finances of the country, M. Vishnegradski has decided not to take the 
retaliatory measures which he at first contemplated, and will not now ask for the 
return to the Russian Treasury of the three hundred odd million roubles in gold 
deposited in foreign banks before the present temporary suspension of the 
measure expelling Jewish artisans from Moscow. In regard to the expulsions, up 
to the present some eight hundred families have been expelled from the city, 
after suffering what is described as the most brutal and barbarous treatment at 
the hands of the police and gendarmery. 2 
| Moscow, May, 9. 

As was recently announced, the authorities have suddenly suspended the 
Those Hebrews who have no 
real property are granted a year’s grace, and those who do possess such property 
are allowed two years to prepare themselves for quitting the city. The chief 
reason for this respite is understood to be that the immediate expulsion of these 
Jews would have caused serious detriment to the Russians of Moscow with whom 
they have had business dealings, which it would have been impossible to settle. 
Still, while expulsion remains hanging over their heads, their credit is likely to be 
as much shaken as if they had been sent away at once, and there is no probability 
of their being better able to discharge.their debts to Russians at the end of one or 
two years than at the present time. Consequently, those who are competent to 
express an opinion are disposed to think that the present suspension of the pro- 
ceedings against the Jews will eventually end in the complete abandonment of 
the Decree of expulsion. The two hundred and fifty families of Hebrew artisans 
who were to be expelled from St. Petersburg will probably also be treated with 
the same leniency as their co-religionists in Moscow. 


The St. Petersburgh correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says :—The 
Finance Minister, M. Vishnegradski, who spends considerable sums yearly in gifts 
to foreign newspapers which discover the strong points of Russian finance, and 
communicate them to Europe, now insists on the establishment of a large fund, 
to be distributed to journals and journalists who defend Russia’s treatment 
of the Jews on the ground of the exceptional character of the Russian 
as distinguished from other Jews. This proposal has been approved by all other 
Ministers, who also sanctioned those payments already effected by anticipation. 
Foreign journalists and public men are to be invited privately to come to Russia 
and study the question under Government auspives. The Kmperor has decided, 
as soon as the Peasants Laws have been framed and enacted, finally to remove 
M. Durnovo from the Ministry of the Interior, and appoint in his place Count 


_ Ignatieff, who is now Governor-General of Kieff, and was Governor-General in 


Siberia when the terrible murders and floggings took place. He is the brother of 
the Count Ignatieff, who was formerly Ambassador in Constantinople, and is now 
President of the Slavonic Society. His great merit is to have insisted upon the 
persecution of the Jews. All his Reports since he became Governor-General of 
Kieff have been inspired with this single object. It was mainly through his 
agency that Prince Dolgouroukoft of Moscow was denounced to the Czar as well- 
disposed to the Jews and dismissed a few days ago. When here he stated the 
case with great force against the Jews, drawing a sensational picture of the pre- 
tended results of their influence on the peasantry; and wound up by assuring tha 
Emperor that no measure less effectual than their banishment would save the 
country from ruin, and that, as a preliminary act, they must all be concentrated 
in the Western Governments. ‘lhe Emperor was impressed profoundly by Count 
Ignatieff’s earnestness, but he was sceptical as to the feasibility of the plan sub- 
mitted, and the Count was sent back to Kieff to complete the work begun there. 
That done, the Czar promised to give nim the opportunity of solving the Jewish 
QWuestion on a large scale. Count Ignatieff, who is supported by his brother and 
the whole Slavonic society, declares that the deliverance of Russia from the Jews 
is the work of his life, and that if he succeed in freeing Russia he will be the 
Saviour of the Fatherland from a yoke more galling than that of the Tartars. 
Meanwhile various schemes for Jewish emigration are in the hands of the Minister 
of the Interior ; but the one which has the greatest chance of receiving a trial 
in the near future aims at creating a Jewish Kingdom or Kepublic on the land 
washed by the waters of the Gulf of Akabah, opposite the peninsula of Sinai, and 
by the Red Sea down to El Wijh, which is nearly co-extensive with the Midian 
of the Bible. The scheme has been the subject of informal diplomatic negotia- 
tions. A German philanthropist is actually in treaty with the ptian Govern- 
ment. If the result prove satisfactory—as it is confidently expected it will—the 


_ French Government has promised to support M. Nelidoff in obtaining an engage- 


ment from the Porte to favour the enterprise, although the Russian Government 
—now in the background—is really the initiator of this vast project. | 


The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Sunday : The 
Easter festivities have happily passed without any Jew-baiting outrages, such as 
were feared as a corollary of the recent edicts. The precautionary measures 
adopted by the civil and military governors and the police were amply deterrent. 
Besides the double patrols of police and gendarmes in all public resorts, two 
battalions of Cossacks in small parties were kept constantly circulating through 
the Jewish and industrial quarters, and the soldiers were confined to barracks and 
held-in readiness for emergencies. No street crowds were allowed to form any- 
where. The apprehensions of the Jews were manifest in their keeping closely to 
their own residential quarters during the first days of the Eastertide. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Monday night :— 
The wholesale expulsion of the Jews from Maiapiote-banlenian to mi 
in Austria and Hungary from the same point of view as that expressed at the 
recent meeting in London. Prominent Jews and friendly newspapers are pro- 
testing against the influx of tens of thousands of destitute people driven by 
Russian cruelty into this country where they can only add to the hardships already 
borne by the native Jews. ‘lhe Jewish-Hungarian poet Kiss, who is highly 
respected throughout Hungary, says that for every one of these wretched, ignorant, 
uncivilised but oppressed creatures who lands in London and Liverpool, ten are 
marching over the Carpathians into Upper Hungary, whence they soon descend 
upon the cities and fall victims to the sweaters. The Wiener Allgemeine Zeitung 
says that a similar state of things prevails in 
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of Galicia and Bukowina, and calls upon Count Kalnoky to arrange with 
the other Powers for an International protest against the brutality of Russia, 
On the other hand, I am told that the Russian Government objects to the Jews 
going to other countries, and that force is used to prevent ‘them crossing the 
frontier. Accordingly the scheme attributed to Baron Hirsch will meet with 
opposition from the Russian Government, which is anxious to retain these five 
millions of hard workers and taxpayers—though not, however, in places where 
they can prosper. Reports have reached the leading Jewish circles in Vienna 
accusing the Russian Panslavists of causing the anti Jewish riots at Corfu, whether 
for political reasons or out of pure wantonness is not known. The sufferings of 
the Jews at Corfu are described as far worse than at Moscow, and since the 
Othodox clergy side with the mob, they are in hourly danger of their lives. The 
delay on the part of the Greek authorities in putting a stgp to this state of things 
is considered incomprehensible. 


The Moscow correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Tuesday : The 
law passed in May, 1882, forbidding Jews for the future to-acquire land, even 
within the Jewish pale, will, I hear, shortly be enforced by new measures. Since 
its promulgation, this law, like so many other hastily-planned and practically im- 
possible regulations, has been a dead letter. It is now pro to enforce its 
provisions in full, and all Jews who have, in defiance of this law, acquired landed 
property since 1882, will, in that case, have to dispose of such property within 
six months, the Government buying it at a low valuation, in case no higher bidder 
be found within the stipulated period. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 7imes telegraphed on Wednesday : 
It is stated here that there are bills of exchange on Jews who are being expelled 
from Moscow amounting to about 65 millions of roubles, lodged in banks and 
private hands, which no one will accept or pay on account of the new anti- Semitic 
measures. Business is thus thrown into a state of great confusion. A deputa- 
tion of Moscow merchants came here to pray the Government; to stay the ruinous 
and uncalled-for expulsion of skilled and commercial Jews, but they have been 
unable to obtain the least satisfaction from M. Vishnegradski or from the Minister 
of the Interior. There is ro truth whatever in the report that the expulsions 
have been suspended. | | 


The Moscow correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Wednesday | 


night: The report stating that the expulsion of Jews from Moscow had deen 
suspended, which was telegraphed abroad, seems due to a misapprehension, for 
only two days ago the Chief of the Police warned innkeepers and lodging-house 
keepers to inform the pees of the presence of Jews in their houses, with a view 
to their expulsion. It may be that less force is used, and I have not seen any 
policemen accompanying Jews during the last two or three days, either in town or

THE JEWISH EXODUS FROM RUSSIA. 


The following letter from a well-informed correspondent, was written before | 


receipt of the news indicating a delay in the expulsion of Jews. There is too 
much reason to fear that the realisation of the evils it describes is merely 
deferred. 


Every Englishman knows already what is going on in Russia by the Imperial 
Ukase of the Tsar. Jewish artisans are being expelled from the district of 
Moscow in order to be sent to the Pale of Settlement. The Moscow district is 
composed of eight or nine counties, and the number of Jewish artisans of this 
district is not less than 25,000 or 30,000 ; one district of Moscow contains more 
than 10,0000 Jewish artisans. Most of these people are poor, and taking into con- 
sideration the short term in which they are obliged to “cleanse Moscow of their 
presence "—3 to 7 -days—you can perfectly understand that they are quite ruined. 

At the same time, if we take into consideration all the measures which are 
taken in the Pale of Settlement whereJews are allowed to live, it is not difficult to 
understand the real intention of the present Russian Government. The Govern- 
ment wants by any means to get rid of the Jews, in any case the great part of 
them ; that iswhy they are artificially sending the bulk of Jews living out of 
the Pale to the Pale. ‘The Government knows very well that there in the Pale 
there is no inch of space where people could breathe, the Government understands 
that most of the expelled Jews will not go and cannot go to the Pale, even if 
some of them gothere. The Government knows that even the Jews who were 
living till now in the Pale, hearing that more Jews are coming to them, and 
seeing the prospect which will condemn them to death from hunger, feel that 
they mustleave the Pale. Emigration is the only prospect which awaits the 
Russian Jews, and it is a matter of fact that, in four or six weeks, from 20,000 
to 40,000 will leave Russia. 

Now there is no time to discuss the good or evil of emigration. Russian 
Jews are compelled to emigrate. Itis true that up to to-day there is no law 
signed by the Tsar for emigration, but what I have said is quite sufficient to 

rove the intentions of the Government. If anyone doubts, I could add one 

act more. Till now every Russian subject wishing to emigrate had to pay 100 
roubles, and to have permission from the Ministry andthe Tsar. Ten days ago 
there was published an Imperial Ukase, which says that emigrants leaving Russia 
are free for three years from paying the 100 roubles, and can go without minis- 
terial permission. They only need alicense from the Governor. This fact 
shows clearly what are the intentions of the present Government. : 

It is not the time to describe the distress of the persecuted people. Everyone 
who has human feeling can understand in what position they are now. There 18 
no committee, no fund, no leading men in Russia who could help, advise or direct 
the unfortunate people. We were told from Russia, that in the first two or three 
days the wealthier Jewish Moscovites an to help their poorer coreligionists, 
but when they saw that there were 10, Jews who were ordered to leave 
Moscow immediately, of course they lost all their energy, expecting that may be 
the next day they would get the same order to leave holy Russia. So, as I said, 
all these thousands of people are compelled to emigrate. But whither? The 
only country about which Russian Jews know is America. The ordinary vd 
they go is through England, Most of them have not sufficient money for a - 
ticket to America. In any case England is the country to which the bulk of the 
poor Russian Jews must come, and they will come very soon ; in four or six 
weeks you will get them. ’ ld be

to all persecuted people. The Huguenots, fleeing after the revocation of 
oe edict of Nantes, give us the best example. London is the richest city in the 
world, London has many prominent Jews, who by their financial influence and 
triotic feelings have shown themselves + be subjects of their country, and if 
we study a little the history and origin of these English Jews we see that they 
did not come to England with W illiam the Conqueror originally. They came also 
as persecuted poor Jews, most of them from Spain (through Holland) and 
Germany. It is true the social condition is changed since then. We get new 
fancies. We are afraid of competition and must try to do everything to avoid it. 
We had in London a Guildhall Meeting, which showed the civilised world 
that the English people is full of noble feelings for persecuted persons. The 
Guildhall Meeting showed something much more ; it showed the world that in 
England there is no religious difference. We saw that people who took part in 
the meeting were not Jews; most of them were persons belonging to the highest 
of the clergy and aristocracy. Itwas not their fault if the meeting had not the 
desired results. If, after such a protest from the best ranks of English society, 
we hear that the Jews are not only illtreated in Russia but turned out from the 
country, it would be a shame for English Jews to think of a law which would 
prohibit the arrival of their poor coreligionists who have not had the advantages 
of living in a civilised country. All they must think of is to prevent a competi- 
tion for English workmen ; they must try to do everything to avoid the immi- 
gration of Russian poor Jews to England, but at the same time to establish them 
somewhere else. First they must establish a Committee in London to collect 
money. Money will be found. The humane action of Baron Hirsch will always 
find followers. All Jews from all Europe will give what they can. With money 
the leading men will be able to buy colonies, which during the first years ‘are to 
be 


here will be people who would discuss the capacity of poor destitute 


Russian Jews for agriculture, but during a fire there is no time for discussing 
how the fire could be prevented. Now, the Russian Jews are on their way to 
England, and England is not the place for them. Firstly, they will starve here : 
and, secondly, English Jews must not forget that England was always very 
humane to them, and they must preserve English workmen from foreign com- 
petition, They must not forget how the anti-Jewish question has grown up in 
Europe, and English Jews must not forget what is menacing them. 

The Committee must start as soon as possible before the emigrants arrive. 
People must know beforehand that something is done firstly for the unfortunate, 
and secondly, for England, in order to avoid the pressure of paupers. I am sure 
all the Jews of Europe will take part in this effort. They have not forgotten 
‘that their ancestors were in the same position, and if they are now prosperous and 


civilised, itis only because they live among people whose mind and feelings are | 


humane and cultivated. 


The Sunderland Daily Echo of Tuesday published a graphically written and 
vigorous descriptive article on the Jews of Russia, by the Rev. A. A. Green. 


The following extract from a private lett«r gives a characteristic description of 
the state of uncertainty which Jewish work nen in Moscow feel at the present 
time :— 
Moscow, May 8th. 1891. 

“No doubt you know through the papers of the fearful persecation of 
the Jews in this country. I cannot possibly describe ito you the dreadful scenes 
they are exposed‘ to, for words could not give you a faint picture of them. . . I 
am a merchant tailor in this city, and without flattering my-elf, I may say, a master 
ia this trade, as far as cutting clothiis concerned. Having gone through all the 
branches of the trade, and after many years’ experience, I established myself her 
about eight years ago; and owing to my energy, as well as my knowledge of the 
trade, 1 worked up a business upon which I can now look back with\pride. Up to 
now, I have found my way both for myself and family (wife and four chiljren) in 
the most respectable way, and have succeeded even so far as to eave a 
fair amount of money. Being a professional tailor, I was entitled, by the law of 
the late Emperor to live here without let or hindrance. But now, the news has 
struck us like a flash of lightning that all handicraftsmen have to leave this city, 
as well as St. Petersburg and most of the other important cities in this country. 
Perhaps we shall be allowed six months, but what good will that do to me, to wait 
until the last moment? Asa married man and father of four children I must act 
now. I have given up the idea to remain in this country where laws are not sacred, 
where @ man does not know if he will be allowed to live undisturbed to-morrow, 
and where the word “freedom” is unknown. I therefore want to go to a country 
where @ respectable workman, who wants to work, can enjoy this liberty.”

“THE JEW BROKER.”

“Tue Jews were always great traffickers,” wrote Pxerer Bevon three hun- 
dred years ago in his quaint “ Observations on many Singularities.” The 
statement has remained to this day one of the platitudes of ordinary conver- 


The broad fact that they have rendered important services to com- 
merce, and to humanity through commerce, is generally admitted; not 
because itis known what they actually did as traders, but because it is in- 
ferred that, having always maintained themselves—that is in their Disper- 
sion—by trading and finance, and having always been widely dispersed 
and addicted to wandering over the earth’s surface, they must have played an 
important part in the distribution of merchandise and consequently in the 
development of trades and industries, and the advancement of civilisation 
This general statement is to be found in every work that deals with the his-

One of the great historical vindications of Jewish 


An Antidote to Constipation, Headache, Heartburn, Indigestion, Measles, 


sation.: But -how little is known of the actual details of their commercial | 


tory of commerce; but, however large the scope of the treatise in 
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usefulness has yet to be written in the shape of a history of Jewish Com- 

merce, tracing the actual achievements of the Jews in specific branches 
of industry, in the circulation of commodities and the determination of prices. 

We believe that materials are not wholly wanting for such a work. The 

Hebrew account books of many a medieval firm have been preserved, and M. 
Isipor Lore a few years ago wrote two exceedingly interesting papers on a 
setof such books which had been discovered at Vesoul. The unexplored 
archives of the Inquisitionin Spain and Portugal must contain voluminous 
information on this subject. Perhaps the best sources would be the Shtaroth 
and Wills which have been preserved in the various countries of Europe. In 
England there is an abundance of such documents. During the Middle 
Period of Anglo-Jewish history, when no Israelites are supposed to have 
resided in England, there is evidence that they carried on 
a considerable trade in and with the country. There’ is for 
example a record of a Jew in Morocco drawing a bill on an English 
merchant in the reign of Ev1zanetu, and documents are in existence which 
show that some Spanish Jews brougbt an action for the recovery of moneys 
owing to them by merchants in Bristol in the time of Henry VIII, 

It should not be difficult to find willing and capable hands to compile 
such a history. It is an enterprise worthy of another Gratz. The fact 
that it is required asa vindication of Israel should prove an incentive to 
some of our leading historical students to undertake it. For while the com- 
mercial activity of the Jews in all ages is very generally admitted, there are 
not wanting malevolent people, even’ at the present day, to be-little the 
value of their services, while a few have not hesitated to deny that they ever 
were of value at all. We have heard a great deal during recent years of the 
exclusive devotion of Jewish traders to brokerages, and it is not so very long 
ago that an English Vice-Consul in a Russian port permitted himself to refer 
to this sort of trade as “parasitic.” We should, however, be quite content 
if a good and exhaustive history of Jewish commercial brokerage could be 
written. What the world would have done without that kind of industry in 
the pre-railway days is difficult to imagine. The whole course of the history 


of European culture would have been different ; for it was Jewish brokerage 


which circulated merchandise and which consequently kept in operation the 


} industries employed in the production and transport of such merchandise. 


It is a remarkable fact which has hitherto escaped the attention of our 


; historians—but ‘vhich was casually referred to last Sunday by Mr. Lucien 


Worr at the Jews’College Literary Society—that the actual necessity of 
Jewish brokers in the City of London won for the Jews the first privileges 
they ever enjoyed in this country. It was found, soon after their resettle- 
ment in England, that they had introduced certain branches of trade, and 
had opened up new ramifications which they entirely controlled. The laxity 
in enforcing the brokers’ regulations, which required that every broker should 
be a freeman of the city, had enabled them to establish their businesses 
firmly in the country. A time, however, arrived when it was resolved to 


enforce the regulations more strictly, and then it was found that the expul-- 


sion of the Jews from the Exchange would result in the ruin of the impor- 
tant trade they had founded. The consequence was that the Corporation 


_ decided to confirm the then existing twelve Jewish brokers in their privileges, 


permitting them to enjoy those privileges. without taking up the freedom, 
which every other alien merchant was compelled to acquire as a preliminary 
to appearing on ’Change. 

There can be no question that it was the persecution and expulsion of 
the Jews which prevented Spain from s2curing the commercial advantages of 
her conquests in the New World, and which, by weakening the ties connect- 
ing the mother country with the colonies, rendered thy eventual snapping of 


_ those ties a foregone conclusion. There is indeed abundant evidence that a large 


portion of the trade of Spain with the East and West Indies and with South 
America was in the hands of the Nuevos Christianos. These men invariably 
availed themselves of the first favourable opportunity that offered for carrying 


_ themselves and their trade to more tolerant countries. In this way the whole of 


the once flourishing commerce with the Indies was gradually transferred to 
England and Hol'and. We are not writing without absolute knowledge, when 
we say that ample materials for a full history of this transference are in 
existence. At atime when large bodies of Jews are again suffering a cruel 
persecution, and their “ economic activity” is being rathlesely cribbed ‘and 


a] confined, some good purpose might be effected by rendering such facts 


accessible to the world at large. Russia has already suffered severely in her 
commerce and her credit by her senseless persecution of the Jews. The 
crisis in the trade of the Southern provinces, which was caused by the sudden 
transference of the banking business of Messrs. Eraruss: from Odessa to 
Paris eight years ago is still fresh in the public mind ; and there can be no 
doubt that the continuous Exodus of Jews must represent a drain on the 
commercial resources of the Empire. A better appreciation of the com- 
mercial aptitude of the Jews would be an unmixed boon to Russia. If the 
Jews were allowed to distribute themselves over the Empire, the inevitable 
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result. would be to establish new markets and to develope unexploited 
resources. It would even be worth the while of the Government to encourage 
such a distribution. A couple of million of Jews judiciously spread over 
Asiatic Russia would be a scarcely perceptible addition to the density 
of the population. Bat the result of such a work would be incalculably 
valuable. It would solve the Jewish question, which is so serious a source of 
irritation to Russia and the whole of Western Europe, and it would place 
the markets and resources of Asiatic Russia in direct relations with the 
markets and capital of the rest of the world. That this would eventually 
add very considerably to the wealth and prosperity of the Muscovite Empire 
is a proposition which needs no demonstration. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


DENMARK. 


The Chief Rabbi of Denmark, Prof. Dr. A. A. Wolff, Knight of the Danne- 
brog, will complete his 90th year on the 24th inst. 


GERMANY. 


The.cession of Heligoland by Great Britain to Germany has given rise to a 
curiosity. Pastor Schréder, who has been entrusted by the Prussian Government 
with the spiritual care of the inhabitants, has issued a notice, which states among 
other things : “ Jews cannot be married on this island.” It would be interesting to 
know the reason for. this boycott. 

Privy Councillor Von Bleichréder has placed at the disposal of Prince Bis- 
marck, whenever the ex-Chancellor may visit Berlin to attend the sittings of 
Parliament, a furnished villa, horses and carriage and servants.

NEW SOUTH. WALES. 


The annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on the 24th 
March in the Synagogue Chambers. The President, the Rev. A. B. Davis, occu- 
pied the chair. The chairman, in moving the ‘adoption of the annual report, 
devoted a considerable portion of his address to the persecution of the Jews in 
Russia. The Hon. 8. A. Joseph, M.L.C., seconded the motion, which was agreed 
to. The Rev. A. B. Davis and the Hon. H. E. Cohen were re-elected President 
and Treasurer respectively, and Mr. Coleman P. Hyman (son of Mr. P. Hyman, of 
Chatham, Enzland) who had temporarily discharged the duties of Hon. Secretary 
on the resignation of Mr. Mcrris Moss, was definitively appointed to that office. 


NEW ZEALAND. 


A correspondent sends us the following items of information concerning Jews 
in different parts of New Zealand :—At Dunedin Mr. L. Mendlesohn has been 
appointed a Justice of Peace by the Government. In the same city Miss Kate 
Moss, daughter of Mr. Moss Moss of Dunedin, has passed the examination for 
Bachelor of Arts and has taken the first section of .the LL.B. degree. She is the 
first lady who has achieved such a distinction in the colony. Dr. E. L. Barnett, 
who has a large practice in Dunedin, has been placed on the Dental Board of the 
Senate of the New Zealand University.—Mr. L. Cohen, solicitor at Christchurch, 
has been elected on the Board of Governors of Canterbury College, and the Rev. 
A. Chodowski, Minister of the Hebrew Congregation, has been elected a vice- 
President of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


PALESTINE. 


The Jews in Jaffa have given an excellent example of concord. Although 
divided into Ashkenazim and Sephardim, they have formed a united congregation. 


Herein they have followed the example set them by the Jews in Beyrout, who 


only have one congregation. 
SURINAM. 


A royal decree has been published relieving Jonkheer M. A. de Savornin 
Lohman, at his own request, of the office of Governor of Surinam, and appointing 
as his successor, Jonkheer Van Asch Van Wijck, member of the Second Chamber 
and Burgomaster of Amsterdam. It will be remembered that the régime of 
Governor de Savornin Lohman was associated with an outbreak of anti-Semitism, 
of which we on various occasions publighed the details. This playing with fire 
bas now given rise to astate of war between the rich and poor and a general 
panic.

On the recent occasion of his bir:hday, the Sultan gave an audience to the 
Chief Rabbi of Turkey, with whom His Majesty conversed affably for several 
minutes. Among other kind expressions, the Sultan said that he was deeply 
touched at the marks of affection shown by the Jews, who were among his most 
loyal subjects. 


SOCIETY OF LADY ARTISTS. 

At the exhibition of the Society of Lady Artists, now on view at the Dudley 
Gallery, Piccadilly, is an interesting picture of “ Russian Refugees,at the Shelter 
in Leman Street,” by Mies E.G. Cohen. The scene chosen by the artist is that 
presented when the poor victims of a fortune they are powerless to shape, have 
just sat down to partake of the frugal but welcome meal provided for them, 
whilst on their way to more kindly yet less populated lands. Evidently carefully 
studied from the originals, the more usual types of face and dress characteristic 
of foreign Jews are faithfully rendered. The artist has not failed to mark and to 
reproduce that predominance of a rufous type so evident in the Russian as com- 
pared with other European Jews. Seated at the long table, these unfortunate 
waifs of a backward civilisation seem to regard with 
comfort of the haven which affords them rest for their feet ere they 
wend their way to the unknown lands lying hazy in the future. Miss Cohen has 
well realised the possibilities of her subject and has not failed to give thein 
adequate expression. This artist also exhibits “A rg re Girl.” Miss Fanny 
Nathan is represented by “A Father’s Pride,” and Miss M. I. Davis by “Sad 
Tidings.”

Mr. A. ROSENFELD, in giving a report of the affairs of the synagogue, said that 
during the past year tne position of the congregation had been more satisfactory 
than at any previous period of bis assozsiation with the synagogue. The number of 
gentlemen’s vacant seats had fallen to 60, although the proportion of ladies’ seats 
unlet was still rather high. The Chief Rabbi would shortly be elected and they all 
hoped that Dr. Adler would be unanimously selected. Dr. Adler had already pro- 
mised to follow the example of his father and make the Great Synagogue, so far as 
practicable, the centre of his spiritual work inthe community. The time had come 
when the vacancy in the office of Second Leader should be filled, and the Rev. A. E. 
Gordon had given so much satisfaction as temporary Reader that he had no doubt 
he would be permanently appointed. Complaints had been made by members of 
want of attention during Shiva, and arrangements had been made that during the 
week of mourning any member upon application could have the services of one of 
the Readers every evening. As nearly all the seats had been let, the number avail- 
ableas temporary seats during the Holidays would be very few; and as the accommo- 
dation for the children of the members would be quite insufficient, some special 
means would have to be adopted. He would favour a children's service being: held 
in the “ Hall,” the small synagogue over the Committee Room. Steps should also 
be taken for the formation of religion classes in connection with the synagogue, 
and if parents shewed a desire for their establishment he would undertake that they 
should be formed. | 

Mr. N. L. D, ZIMMER moved and Mr. H. GOODMAN seconded that during the 
winter months the Sabbath Afternoon Service should commence at oue o'clock. 
The resolution did not find any support and was therefore rejected. 

Mr. ZIMMER also moved several resolutions calling attention to the absence of 
the Wardens on the second days of Festivals, to suggested modifications of the 
Ritual and the composition of the Chief Rabbi’s Board. ; 

The CHAIRMAN in replying said that Mr. Zimmer, whoee views were not shared 
by half-a-dozen members of the congregation, desired that the community should be 
guided by the same ideas as existed a century ago. Atatime when it was of the 
highest importance that the community should present a united front to the world, 
Mr. Zimmer had for the second time taken his grievances to the Charity Commis- 
sioners, and had received a . 

Mr. L. JAcoBs called attentién-to the disorder which prevailec in the Syna- 
gogue when several marriages took place on one day. There was no proper control 
as ihn class of persons who wete admitted, and no attempts were made to quell 
unruliness. 

Mr. MAURICE HART, in moving a vote of thanks to the Wardens and Board of 
Management, which was passed by acclamation, said that during the past year the 
leaders of the community had considered questions of great importance and respon- 
sibility. A year ago questions of “ Reform” and of “ Modification” were being 
discussed with such warmth as to lead to the fear that there was imminent danger 
ofaschism. Everything, however, after long and anxious nigbts of discussion, had 
been settled so satisfactorily that both sides were fairly satisfied, the orthodox that 
Dr. Adler would not consent to any interference with the fundamental principles of 
Judaism, and those who favoured modification that Dr. Adler would at any rate 
consult with his ministers before giving any definite decisions on any important 
religious questions submitted to him.

He regretted thatthe early Sabbath Morning Service was read to 
empty benches. The service at which the congregation attended was unimpres- 
sive. It should comprise the NNW, and repetitions should be avoided. | 

Mr. FELIx DAVIS, who seconded the motion, advocated that a Choral Class 
should be formed so that the members of the congregation could join in the singing 


__ of the choir, and others would surely accompany them. There was an amount o 


shyness at present. Many would sing, but they were afraid of being alone with the 
result that,as Mr. Birnbaum complained, none of the members joined in the 
responses. | 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER gaid he was in favour of congregational singing in connection 
with the responses, but it was questionable whether the singing which Mr. Birnbaum 
spoke of, caused the devotion or the devotion the singing. He pitied the congrega- 
tion that was attracted to a synagogue for no better motive than hearing the singing 
of a sister or cousin. He did not find the service dry, cold and uninteresting. When 
he was in synagogue he always found those present were devout. It was not the 
number that makes the service coldand unimpressive. Abroad in the synagogue 
where “reform” is practised, the benches areempty, while the orthodox syna- 
gogues are full. They were not to expect too much from congregational singing, but 
if it brought about 4 little bolder spirit in the expression of devotion, a good service 
would have been rendered to the synagogue. : 

Mr. B. BIRNBAUM said that he personally was satisfied with the service, but it 
was for the benefit of the rising generation that he required a more impressive

CROMWELL’S JEWISH INTELLIGENCERS. 


A Paper READ aT Jews’ LITERARY Soorety, May 10. 
BY LUCIEN WOLF. | 


Early in the year 1655, when all England was discussing the portentous 
significance of Menasseh ben Israel's projected visit and of the movement for the 
readmission of the Chosen People, an anonymous correspondent wrote a letter from 
Amsterdam to the Mercurius Politicus, pointing out that the Government would 
act wisely in propitiating the Jews, as they enjoyed facilities for obtaining 
political intelligence from abroad which would render them useful to the 
Commonwealth. (') This eminently practical suggestion was not calculated to 
attract sympathetic attention at a time when the public mind was attuned to a 
much loftier pitch. Neither the friends of the Jews nor their enemies gave much 
heed to the temporal aspects of the Readmission question. The former were 
absorbed by its millennial bearings. They yearned for the opportunity it would 


afford them of gathering the dispersed remnant of Israel into the fold of Christ. 


Their opponents were equally busy with the minatory prophecies, and were 
denouncing the scheme as an unjustifiable interference with the punitive designs 
of Providence in respect to the “Crucifiers of the Saviour.” In this contro- 
versy there was obviously little room for a discussion of the qualifications of the 
Jews as political intelligencers, and nothing more was heard of the suggestion 
throughout the controversies to which the Jewish petition gave rise. 

There were, however, three men in England on whom it was not lost, if 


indeed, it had not been anticipated by them. One was the Lord Protector him. | 


self; the second was his astute Secretary of State, John Thurloe, and the third 
was acertain Dr. Dorislaus, who was a kind of superintendent of the secret 
service department of the Foreign Office. (7) These men knew—what the corres- 
pondent of the Mercurius was ignorant of, and what few people in England then 
suspected (*)—that a small community of Jews was already established in London 
I have shown in a former communication to this society (*) that Cromwell 
employed some of these Jews as army contractors and loan-mongers long prior to 
1655; and I suggested that he also obtained political information from them, 
although, at the time, I had no positive or detailed evidence on which to base this 
theory. The observations of contemporary pamphleteers on this subject must be 
read with very great caution. In political controversy, the word “spy” is 


more frequently used as an epithet than as a definition, and the statement that 
Jews had acted in such a capacity for Cromwell might mean nothing more than 


that the writers disapproved of their political or theological principles. There 
are, however, two versions of the “spy” allegation which seem to show that it 
has a stronger foundation than mere controversial extravagance. 
appears in Gilbert Burnet’s “ History of his own Times.” (*) Writing of Crom- 
well’s conduct of foreign affairs the garrulous Bishop says:— 


He laid it down for a maxim to epare no cost or charge in order to procure him 
intelligence. When he understood what dealers the Jews were everywhere in that 
trade that depends on news, the advancing money upon high or low interests in pro- 
portion to the risk they run, or the gain to be made as the times might turn, and in 
the buying and selling of the actions of money 8) advanced, he, more upon that 
account than in compliance with the principle of toleration, brought a compan of 
them over to England, and gave them leave to build a synagogue. All the while 
that he was negotiating this they were good and sure spies for him, especially with 
relation to Spain and Portugal. The Karl of Orrery told me he was once walking 
with him in one of the galleries of Whiteball, and a man almost in rags came in 
view ; he presently dismissed Lord Orrery, and carried that man into his closet, 
who brought him an account of a great sumof money that the Spaniards were 
sending over to pay their army in Flanders, but in a Dutch man-of-war ; and he 
told the places of the ship in which the money was lodged. Cromwell sent an ex- 
press immediately to Smith, afterwards Sir Jeremy Smith, who lay in the downs, 
telling him that within a day or two such a Dutch ship would pass the channel, 
whom he must visit tor the Spanish money, which was conterband goods, we being 
then in war with Spain. So when the ship passed by Dover, Smith met and demanded 
leave to search him. The Dutch captain answered, none but his masters might 
search him. Smith sent him word, he had set up an hour glass, and if before that 
was run out he did not submit to the search, he would force it. The captain saw it 
was in vain to straggle, and so all the money was found. Next time that Cromwell 
saw Orrery, he told him he had his intelligence from that contemptible man he saw 
him go to some days before. | 

There is no trace of controversy in this passage, and it is evidently intended 
for sober history. Burnet’s accuracy as an historian has been frequently con. 
tested, but even his enemies have not doubted his good faith (°) ; and we may 
rely upon it that the anecdote he here relates was really told him by Lord Orrery, 
plus the fact, which he curiously though unconsciously omits, that the spy 
whom he introduces to us was a Jew. But even though the anecdote is given 
in good faith, it is scarcely sufficient in itself to warrant the theory that Jews 
were systematicaliy employed by Cromwell as political intelligencers. | The 
second reference I shall quote has a rather more authentic complexion. This is 
to be found in the “ Parliamentary Diary” of Thomas Burton. The passage is 
an important one, for it records what I have already argued (7) was the oral assur- 
ance on which the new Jewish community founded its rights of residence. : It 
relates to a reception held by the Protector on February 4th, 1658, in celebration 
of his escape from assassination, and after describing his friendly attitude to the 


several deputations who waited upon him, says: “The Jews, those able and | 


general intelligencers, whose intercourse with the continent Cromwell had before turned 
to a profitable account, he now conciliated by a seasonable benefaction to their 
principal agent in England” (*). This is certainly a strong confirmation of the 
gossipy statement of Burnet. It is to be observed that Burton is a witness almost at 
first hand. He was a Member of Parliament, and well acquainted with public 
affairs. Moreover he had probably heard Cromwell's speech to the Jews on the 
the occasion to whichhe refers. His testimony consequently affords good — 
for the belief that the Protector was to some extent influenced in the owt e

What were these services? The question is of some moment to us, tor }

be little doubt that a sense of obligation to the Jews was instrumental in inducing © 


Cromwell to give practical effect to his normal tolerance by admitting them to 


residence in England. I have been fortunate enough td discover in our public 


records some traces of these services—traces which have hitherto been so securely 
hidden that Tovey, upon whom all our later historians have religiously modelled 
themselves, loftily pooh-poohed the anecdote of Burnet as “an effect of that 
copious, pleasant Imagination which will for ever rank our English Burnet with 
the Grecian Heliodorus ” (°*). |

MILITARY SERVICE IN RUSSIA AND THE JEWS. 


— 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Much has been written in the English Press concerning tho Jews in Russia. 
Some correspondents, though evidently impartial and unprejudiced, have allowed 


themselves to be led away by false information and have jumped at conclusions’ 


most discreditable to our Russian brethren. The Jews, amongst other things, are 
accused of evading military service in Russia. This is a pure invention, which 
does immense harm in Russia. I regret to see that some correspondents, like 
“E. Q. J.” in your own Journal, go even further than our Jew haters in Russia, 
and look at the Russian Jews cikcthie round the banners of the “ Chovevei 
Zion” Society as at deserters who ran away from their respective regiments, I 
think it therefore highly important to give you a short historical sketch of the 
real relations of the Russian Jews to the snilitary service of their ‘ step-father- 
land,” giving your readers the actual number of Jews serving under the Russian 
eagles, acquainting them with the heroism displayed by the Russian Jews 
on many a glorious battle-field, and with that recognition which they and 
their Jewish fellow-countrymen have received from the Czar in exchange for 
that heroism. 
The Russian Jews since the time of Nicholas I., the worthy prototype of the 
present Czar, were ordered to return ten recruits from each 1,000 males instead of 
six recruits returned by the non-Jewish population in Russia and are even 
denied the right of “intervals” granted to non-Jews in the eastern and western 
parts of Russia, so that the Jews, instead of six recruits, returned 20 recruits 
from each 1,000 males. There are at the present moment 100,000 Jewish soldiers 
serving in the ranks of the Russian Army: These Jewish soldiers, side by 
side with their non-Jewish fellow-soldiers, have shed their blood at 
Plevna, Shipka, and many another battle-field during the last Russo-Turkish war. 
General Kuropatkin, who saw service in that memorable campaign, in his book on 
it has written many a chapter in which he speaks with great praise and admira- 
tion of the brave conduct and heroism displayed by these gallant Jewish warriors 
under the walls of Plevna and at Lovtcha and upon other battle-fields. At the 
capture of Shipka, the drummer who jirst climbed up the wall was a Jew. At 
Kars, last year, a monument was unveiled on which 58 names of the military- 
medical personnel who perished in the last Turkish war areengraved, out of which 
six names are those of Jews. General Tchernyaeff, of Serbian fame, certifies 
to the featsof self-sacrifice displayed by Russo-Jewish volunteers, under his 


colours on the fields of Servia in 1876, a fact which Madame Olga Novikoff | 


omitted to mention in her letters to the Times newspaper last December. At 


Sebastopol there is a separate monument erected to the memory of Russo-— 


Jewish soldiers who fell while defending that Russian fortress. 


That 1s the Jewish blood shed on the altar of their Russian fatherland. 


And what, ask you, was the recognition and reward which was awarded them by 
the Czar in exchange for the precious blood shed by them in Russia’s campaigns 
to strangle Liberty (Hungary and Transylvania, 1849) and to liberate, as she 
pretended, the Balkan Christians (1853-1856 ; 1877-1878) ? 

What they have received in exchange for that blood was and still is a gradual 
deprivation of those homceopathically small boons granted to them by Alexander 
II. shortly after the cannon in the Crimea ceased to thunder ; increased official 
taxation and fines ; increased unofficial bribery,—and all this to the accompani- 
ment, now and then, of what the Russians mildly style “ riots,” but what I call 
down-right massacre, and plunder, and degradation. 

I mentioned above a monument erected to the memory of Russo-Jewish 
soldiers who fell at Sebastopol. Has that monument been erected by the 
Russian Government and at its expense? To impute such a noble act to the 
Russian Government would be sheer calumny. As the English are great tra- 
vellers and, on visiting Sebastopol where many an English warrior found his 

t resting-place, may, once there, ascribe the existence of that monument 
to the generous action of a Russian Czar, it will, perhaps, be interesting to 
your readers to know the history of the monument. 


The siege of Sebastopol is still in the memory of living men. So great were 


the losses inflicted on the besieged army that hundreds of killed soldiers had, for 


want of time, to be buried in one “ fraternal” tomb. There are three military 
cemeteries on the northern side of Sebastopol filled with victims of that historical 
bombardment They are all kept in beautiful order, and on one of them, called 
the “ Military Cemetery,” and where, as Russian inscriptions show, one hundred 
thousand soldiers were interred, the Russian Government has spent millions of 
money in erecting a preenis-eoeped chapel and costly monuments to both 
officers and men. In the centre of the ceiling of that chapel, in Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew, are engraved the words “ Jesus, the Nazarite, King of Israel.” The 


Russians, you see, revere the sacred language. But did their Czar think of those

that short period of time no less than 1,500 Jews found a separate resting-piace, | 
Soon the war was over, all the military cemeteries, Russian, French, English, wer 
properly looked after. Only the Jewish military cemetery had no stick or stone 
worth mentioning which would tell its story to the wanderer, till, in 1860, a Jewish 
gentleman, Schmerling by name, came across it and appealed to the Russian 
Jews to make a subscription for the erection of some sort of memorial to oy 
slain brethren. | 

And as to the living Jewish heroes of the last Russo-Turkish campaign, | 
have come across fellows decorated with the military order of St. George, equal 
to the German Iron Cross or to the English Victoria Cross, and who, on com. 
pletion of their service were expelled from the interior of Russia and sent back 
to the “ Pale of Settlement.” 

But to revert again to the Russian Jews and their relations to military 
service in Russia. Official data regarding the fulfilment of military duty, ag 
prescribed by the new Russian Army Bill passed in 1874, and collected for 12 
years, namely from 1874 to 1886, certify that one-and-a-half per cent. more Jews 
were placed on the register than their relative proportion to the non-Jewish popu- 
lation would permit. Thus 9,568 more Jews were called out than what would 
have been really required. From 1874 to 1886 the number of non-Jewish 
soldiers who joined the colours was, in round figures , 200,000, while that of 
the Jews was 9,500, 5°97 per cent, or two per cent. more as compared with the 


the Empire. | 

But apart from that, those figures give quite unexpected results as regards 
the number of men of 21 years of age supposing to exist amongst the Jews. 

According to general European statistics; the proportion of the popes at 
that age (21) is equal to from 16 to 18 men to each 1,000 males, and in Russia it 
equals 18°54. But when we look at the numbers of Jews called to the ranks 
in Russia as cited above, it will be seen that from them 24°89 men of 21 years 
of age from each 1,000 males are demanded. This excessive demand which does 
not submit to any statistical figuring and which obviously surpasses the limits of 
the possible growth of the population, continues, nevertheless increasing and in- 
creasing. The number of Jews of 21 years called out to draw lots amounted— 

In 1887 to 28°31 men | 
1888 ., 30°02 
, 1889 ,, 30°88 
from each 1,000 of the Jewish mule population. 

In spite of that gross injustice, our Russian anti-Semites keep up a perpetual 
cry,—not about the Jewish soldiers deserting their regiments; to such an in- 
famous lie even they have not stooped yet,—but about the Russian Jews eruding 
service inthe army. This, too, is a falsehood, though based on something which 
they think true. 

_ Some years ago a law was decreed to the effect that every Jew who 
does not appear in person when called out, is liable to a fine of 300 roubles, which 
is recovered from his parents. No sooner does some correspondence appear in 4 
paper that in some city, a more or less considerable sum of 300 rouble-fines from 
Jews is in arrear than a storm is raised in the anti-Semitic press that the Jews 
evade to serve in the army, though between “evading to serve” and “ fining” 
there is a tremendous difference. 

Let us see how this happens. We will take only one instance. Last year in 
the town Balta (County Kief) there were called out 183 Jewish men, including 
21 dead and onegirl! Of these 56 were accepted ; of shirkers there was not one, 
of course, unless the 21 men who years ago found their resting-place in the elysian 
fields but who, by the will of fate, still continue to live in the “ segister,” are 
to be classified under that heading. The parents of the dead young men had 
betimes obtained certificates of deaths of their sons and applied to the Local 
County Councils to have them erased from the “ Register.” This legal de- 
mand was refused. Nor could the ill-fated father of the girl “ Edith, 
who, by mistake of the Christian clerk in charge of the ‘ Register,” was regis- 
tered as a boy, obtain a certificate proving that mistake, though there 1s no such 
a male name as “ Edith,” and though the father of that girl-boy had no other 
son of the required age of 21. The consequences of those misunderstandings 
were, nevertheless, detrimental in the highest degree to the local Jewish com- 
munity. Zen more men were taken from them into the army than they ought to 
have returned, while, most unjustly, éwenty-two families, ‘.e., all those families 
to whom the dead belonged and also that of the girl who lost her way in the 
“ Register,” were fined 300 roubles each. 

The recovery of the fine itself is effected with special rigour. Once the fine 
is imposed it is put into execution without the slightest regard to any reasons 
given, or explanations offered, with regard to the obvious silliness of the impos 
tion. But when the Jewish families thus fined are not in a position to pay the 
sum to be recovered, their chattels are sold by auction. The destitute poor, from 
whom absolutely nothing can be taken, are bound over by undertakings not to 
leave their places of residence, and their passports. are taken away. * 
other words, they are literally made to starve, for in depriving them of. - 
possibility to absent themselves from their homes in order to find earnings, LY 
this same act the last morsel of dry bread is taken out of their mouths.
